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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment received on April 21 , 2006 has been entered into the record. 

Drawings 

2. The Drawings received on April 21, 2006 are accepted by the Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 and 17-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a laser digitizer the particular scanner and image capture instrument, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1-12. 

As to claim 17, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a method that generates a representation of a physical object the particular 
steps of generating a multi-axis collimated beam of light and generating a representation of the 
physical object from data associated with a first and second modified pattern, in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of claims 17-20, 

As to claim 21, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a laser digitizer the particular scanner and image capture instrument, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 21-22.

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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed April 21, 2006, with respect to the previous 
rejections of claims 1-12 and 17-20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 103(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Due to the persuasiveness of the arguments and due to the 
amendment of the claims the previous rejections have been withdrawn. The Examiner has 
included the Interview Summary of 20060330 along with this action; the Examiner 
acknowledges the Remarks of April 21, 2006 include the substance of the interview of March 30, 
2006.
